SPECIAL GUEST SPEAKER - CITY CONTROLLER - WENDY GREUEL 
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Ms. Greuel’s address to the directors of Gateway to L.A. included a brief overview of her 
accomplishments in 7 years on the Los Angeles City Council through her work as Vice Chair of the 
Budget Committee, and Chair of the Transportation Committee. Most notable of Wendy’s many 
accomplishments is her effort to make Los Angeles more business-friendly by implementing business 
tax initiatives like the reduction of the business tax by 15% and elimination of the business tax for over 
60% of small businesses. She also expressed her support of an effort still before City Council to waive 
the Transient Occupancy Tax (TOT) on rooms for airline crews staying at L.A. hotels as a means to 
give hotels a level playing field when competing against hotels in surrounding cities. 

As City Controller, Ms. Greuel’s will be responsible for audits - holding people accountable, 
financial reporting, and accounts payable. The first audit under her administration will be of the 
Convention Center. Her office will be looking at how the city contracts and reviewing how funds are 
spent as demonstrated by the ‘lunchgate’ issue. Wendy also wants to make sure that the City Council 
sees the audits. In these challenging economic time, her focus will be on jobs, jobs, and more jobs. 

1. STREET & SIDEWALK IMPROVEMENTS UPDATES 

Lance Oishi, from Bureau of Street Services, reports that Street & Sidewalk Improvements are 
moving ahead as planned. As requested at the prior meeting, a work schedule was distributed to

• CRENSHAW TRANSIT CORRIDOR PROJECT 

For informational purposes only, David Monk from Metro gave a presentation on the 
Crenshaw Transit Corridor Project. There are 2 build alternatives that will have 
possible impact / benefit to Century Corridor properties - 1) BRT (Bus Rapid Transit, 
and 2) LRT (Light Rail Transit). A possible station will be located near Century Blvd. 
and Aviation Blvd. Comment Period on the DEIS / DEIR is September 11, 2009 - 
October 26, 2009. Members are invited to attend community meetings to learn more 
about the project.
